NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 

Area— The  area  of  the  Borough  is  1,945  acres. 

Population — The  Registrar-General  has  estimated  the  resident 
population  for  the  mid-year  1947  to  have  been  3,528  persons.  The 
natural  increase  in  population,  i.e.,  excess  of  births  over  deaths,  amounted 
to  32  in  1947. 

Deaths— The  total  number  of  deaths  assigned  to  the  Borough  by  the 
Registrar-General  after  adjustment  for  inward  and  outward  transferable 
deaths  was  48  as  compared  with  45  in  1946.  The  death  rate  based  on  the 
estimated  population  was  13.60  per  thousand  as  compared  with  13.21 
in  1946.  The  death  rate  for  the  Borough  exceeds  that  for  England  and 
Wales  by  1.60  per  thousand  of  population.  The  local  death  rate  and 
the  number  of  deaths  for  the  quinquennium  1943-1947,  together  with  the 
rates  for  the  Administrative  County  and  the  Country,  as  a whole,  were  as 
follows  :

A list  of  the  causes  of  death  classified  according  to  the  International 
List  of  Causes  of  Death,  1938,  is  given  in  Table  No.  1,  page  14  ; whilst, 
in  addition,  a history  of  the  rate  of  dating  from  1892  together  with  other 
vital  statistics  will  be  found  in  Table  No.  6,  page  19. 

Births — The  number  of  live  Births  assigned  to  the  Borough  was 
80  (41  males,  39  females)  as  compared  with  62  in  1946.  The  number  of 
Births  was  equivalent  to  a rate  of  22.67  per  thousand  of  population. 
This  is  the  highest  number  of  births  for  55  years. 

The  following  table  shows  the  trend  of  the  rate  for  the  period  1943-47, 
together  with  the  rates  of  the  Administrative  County  and  England  and 
Wales  for  Comparison.

Stillbirths — Four  stillbirths  were  recorded.  This  is  equivalent  to 
1.13  per  thousand  of  population,  or  47.61  per  thousand  total  births. 
The  rate  per  thousand  of  population  for  England  and  Wales  was  0.50. 

Illegitimate  Births — There  were  six  illegitimate  births,  which  is 
equivalent  to  a rate  of  75.00  per  thousand  live  births  as  compared  with  a 
rate  of  48.38  in  1946. 

Infant  Mortality— Three  infants  died  before  attaining  their  first 
birthday  and  this  gives  a rate  of  37.50  per  thousand  live  births.  The 
national  rate  is  41.  The  trend  of  the  rate  is  shown  in  the  following  table, 
together  with  other  rates  for  comparison  :

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES. 

Laboratory — The  laboratory  work  associated  with  the  control  and 
diagnosis  of  infectious  diseases  is  carried  out  at  the  Emergency  Public 
Health  Laboratory  at  Northampton  General  Hospital,  Northampton. 

Diphtheria  Antitoxin — A supply  of  antitoxin  is  kept  at  the  Public 
Health  Department,  Swanspool,  Wellingborough  and  the  Fever  Hospital, 
Finedon  Road,  Wellingborough,  and  is  provided  free  to  medical 
practitioners  for  use  in  the  town. 


Ambulance  Service — Non-infectious  and  accident  cases  are  removed 
to  hospital  by  the  Borough’s  Motor  Ambulance,  maintained  by  the 
Higham  Ferrers  Ambulance  Committee  :

Nursing  in  the  Home — The  Higham  Ferrers  Nursing  Association, 
which  is  affiliated  with  the  Northamptonshire  Nursing  Association, 
employs  one  Queen’s  Nurse,  who  holds  the  Certificate  of  the  Central 
Midwives’  Board.  Details  of  the  work  carried  out  from  1st  April,  1947, 
to  31st  March,  1948,  was  as  follows  :

Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics — The  County  Council  Child  Welfare 
Clinic  is  held  at  the  Methodist  Church  School  on  two  Thursday  afternoons 
per  month.  The  Medical  Officer  attends  once  monthly.  No  antenatal 
clinic  is  held  in  the  town,  but  expectant  and  post-natal  mothers  attend 
the  clinic  at  Rushden  on  Tuesday  mornings.  Orthopaedic  cases  attend 
the  Manfield  Orthopaedic  Clinic  at  Rushden. 

Hospital  Accommodation  for  Infectious  Diseases — Accommodation  is 
provided  by  the  East  Northamptonshire  Joint  Hospital  Board  at  their 
Hospital  in  Wellingborough.  The  precept  levied  on  the  Council,  by  the 
Board,  for  1947  was  £84/18/3.  There  were  no  cases  from  the  Borough 
admitted  to  the  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  during  the  year.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

Water  Supply.  The  bacteriological  standard  of  the  water  during 
1947  fell  into  Class  1 of  the  Ministry  of  Health’s  Classification  for  piped 
water  supplies.  All  the  water  supplied  by  the  High  am  Ferrers  and 
Rushden  Joint  Water  Board  is  filtered  and  chlorinated  before  being 
passed  into  supply.  Chemical  analysis  of  the  treated  water  from  the 
three  sources  of  supply  showed  that  the  water  was  safe.  The  total 
hardness  of  the  Sywell  supply  was  18  parts  per  100,000,  the  Wollaston 
supply  40  parts  per  100,000  and  that  from  Wymington,  which  is  now 
only  used  for  emergency  purposes,  has  a total  hardness  of  49  parts  per 
100,000. 

A water  with  hardness  over  30  parts  per  100,000  should  be  softened. 
There  is  no  action  on  the  lead  pipes. 

At  the  end  of  May  it  was  noticed  that  the  consumption  in  Rushden 
and  Higham  Ferrers  began  to  rise  and  continued  to  rise  at  a fast 
increasing  rate,  until  the  point  was  reached  when  consumption 
exceeded  the  pumping  capacity  of  the  11"  rising  main  and  it  was 
found  necessary  to  restrict  supplies  to  the  area  of  distribution.  In 
order  to  increase  the  supply  the  existing  6"  main  from  the  Wollaston 
Works  to  the  11"  main  from  Sywell  was  duplicated,  and  this  resulted 
in  32,000  gallons  per  hour  being  pumped  from  the  Wollaston  Station. 
Due  to  the  abnormal  draw  off  by  the  bulk  supply  towers  en  route,  the 
quantity  reaching  Rushden  Bedford  Road  Reservoir  did  not  exceed 
18,000  gallons  per  hour.  Consumption  still  exceeded  this  rate  of  pumping. 
Restricted  supplies  were  necessary  up  to  the  end  of  July.  Thereafter 
consumption  fell  off  and  normal  daily  supplies  were  maintained  apart 
from  the  restriction  imposed  from  11  o’clock  at  night  when  low  pressure 
supplies  were  maintained  from  Wymington  Road  Reservoir.  This,  in 
effect,  cut  off  25%  of  the  area  of  Rushden  from  supply  during  the  night. 

Work  on  the  provision  of  a new  12"  rising  main  from  the  Wollaston 
Pumping  Station  to  the  Bedford  Road  Reservoir  was  commenced  in 
September.  The  contract  for  the  new  High  Level  Water  Tower  at 
Bedford  Road  was  commenced  for  the  provision  of  supplies  to  the  Court 
Estate  and  for  better  pressure  supplies  at  the  high  level  parts  of  Rushden.

Sewage  Disposal,  Drainage  and  Sewerage — There  is  no  material 
change  in  the  condition  of  the  Sewage  works  as  previously  reported. 
A machine  was  installed  in  one  of  the  larger  factories  in  May,  1947,  and 
has  proved  satisfactory  by  extracting  suspended  matter  which  emanates 
from  the  factory.  When  all  the  larger  factories  have  one  installed  and 
the  smaller  factories  have  a modified  machine  in  operation,  the  Borough's 
consulting  Engineer  and  Chemist  will  be  able  to  carry  out  investigations 
at  the  Sewage  Works  to  enable  them  to  decide  the  amount  of  new  work 
and  alterations  of  the  existing  plant  which  will  be  necessary  to  obtain  a 
satisfactory  effluent. 

Closet  Accommodation — All  houses  and  factories  are  on  the  water 
carriage  system. 

Disinfection — Concurrent  and  terminal  disinfection  associated  with 
infectious  diseases  are  carried  out  by  liquid  and  gaseous  disinfectants. 
Steam  disinfection  is  carried  out  at  the  Rushden  Urban  District  Council’s 
disinfection  plant. 

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs — (Cimex  lectularius) — No  case  of  Cimex 
lectularius  came  to  notice. 

Rats  and  Mice  (Destruction)  Act,  1919 — Infestation  Order,  1943 — 
Advice  and  assistance  has  been  given  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 

Movable  Dwellings  — Public  Health  Act,  1936,  Section  269 — No 
Licences  were  granted. 

Public  Cleansing — 381  loads  with  an  approximate  tonnage  of  762 
were  collected  by  the  Council’s  refuse  lorry  and  deposited  at  Meadow 
Lane  tip  where  controlled  tipping  is  carried  out.  The  trade  refuse  is 
deposited  at  the  Stanwick  Road  tip.

HOUSING. 

The  demand  for  housing  in  the  Borough  still  remains  acute.  At 
the  end  of  the  year  there  were  194  applications. 

Work  was  commenced  on  the  building  of  34  Council  houses  and  4 
by  private  enterprise.  They  were  not  completed  by  the  end  of  the  year. 
40  Council  houses  and  4 private  houses  which  had  been  commenced  in 
1946  were  completed  during  the  year  under  review. 

A total  of  65  licences  were  issued  in  respect  of  the  repair  of  houses, 
the  total  value  being  £2,641.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

Milk  and  Dairies  Order,  1926 — There  are  eight  names  on  the  register 
of  Cowkeepers,  Dairymen  and  Retailers  of  Milk.  One  dairy  farmer  is 
licensed  by  the  County  Council  as  a producer  of  Accredited  Milk. 

Milk  Supply — 20  samples  of  Milk  were  submitted  by  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  to  the  County  Laboratory  for  cleanliness  and  keeping  quality. 
The  samples  were  submitted  to  the  Methylene  Blue  Test.  The  classifica- 
tion of  the  results  were  :

Pneumonia — There  were  two  cases  notified  with  one  death.  Two 
cases  were  notified  the  year  previously. 

Erysipelas — Two  cases  were  notified. 

Measles — There  were  twelve  cases  notified  as  compared  with  83  cases 
in  1946. 

Influenza — No  notifications  were  received. 

Whooping  Cough — Six  cases  were  notified  as  against  seven  in  1946. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum — One  case  was  notified. 

Poliomyelitis' — No  cases  were  notified. 
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Tuberculosis — Three  cases  were  notified,  pulmonary  infections,  and 
all  were  females.  During  1947  there  were  two  deaths,  both  males,  one 
from  a pulmonary  lesion  and  the  other  from  a non-pulmonary  infection. 
In  1946  there  were  4 notifications  and  3 deaths  from  tuberculosis.  The 
age  incidence  of  new  cases  and  deaths  from  the  infection  are  given  in 
Table  No.  5,  page  18. 

Four  people  from  Higham  Ferrers  were  admitted  to  Rushden  House 
Sanatorium  and  3 were  discharged  during  the  year. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  30  names  were  on  the  Tuberculosis  Register — 
26  suffering  from  pulmonary  infections  and  4 suffering  from  non-pul- 
monary  infections. 

No  action  was  considered  necessary  under  the  Public  Health 
(Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925,  or  under  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1936,  section  172. 


SECTION  G. 

FACTORIES  ACT,  1937. 

In  the  case  of  all  factories  the  provisions  as  to  Sanitary  conveniences 
are  on  the  whole  satisfactorily  maintained.  In  those  factories  where 
mechanical  power  is  not  used  provisions  as  to — cleanliness,  number 
employed,  temperature,  ventilation  and  drainage  of  floors — there  was 
no  occasion  for  serious  complaint.  There  was  no  action  necessary  in 
respect  of  homework  (Sections  110  and  111).  Form  572  (Revised)  has 
been  abridged  and  is  given  as  Table  No.  7,  on  page  20.
